Several 
state militia companies 
were expected to arrive in Indiana­ 
polis late today to restore order and 
stop the rioting caused by the strike 
of Indianapolis street ear conductors 
and motormen. 
Information from Indianapolis this 
afternoon was that the governor had 
ordered the troops to come 
to 
the 
state capitol post Haste in order to 
protect the lives and property of fh- 
dianapolis people. 
The city, it is 
announced, will be placed under m ar­ 
tial law. There was some rioting to­ 
day. 
The action of Governor 
Ralston 
came today after representatives of 
Indianapolis commercial bodies wait­ 
ed on him yesterday and demanded 
that he solve the problems confront­ 
ing the city by calling out the state 
militia. He promised to decide today 
whether he would call in the national 
guard 
It is announced that the Indiana­ 
polis carmen will submit to the arbi­ 
tration of their differences with the 
company, without a recognition of 
the union. 
No effects of the strike 
are 
felt 
here, with the exception I It at I & I . 
cars are being run only to the junc­ 
tion. 
The interurban 
company 
is 
still unable to take freight or express 
for I n d ia n a po lis. 
For 
two 
nights 
the cars have been run as far 
a s tile 
junction because no mob of strikers 
lias greeted the interurban trainmen 
there and attempted to persuade them 
to walk out. 
A statement signed by the m ana­ 
gers and presidents ot the Indiana­ 
polis city lines and 
all interurban 
companies entering Indianapolis, in­ 
cluding Charles L. Henry of the I. & 
C., was issued late yesterday charg­ 
ing that the strike was brought about 
by outside agitators and that the men 
were satisfied with conditions. 
It was pointed out that the existing 
scale of wages in Indianapolis be­ 
gins at 20 cents per hour the 
first 
year of employment, increasing year 
year by year to 25 per hour for fi\e 
years and over. 
In addition, regu­ 
lar crews are allowed time for meals, 
and this time is paid for by the com­ 
pany. 
In Cincinnati, a city, with its 
suburbs, of almost twice tile popula­ 
tion of Indianapolis, as the result of 
an arbitration brought 
about 
this 
year by the same 
Amalgamated As­ 
sociation which is responsible for the 
present state of affairs in Indiana­ 
po lis, the scale of wages established 
for motormen and conductors begins 
a t 20 cents per hour and runs to 27 
cents per hour at the tenth year. No 
allowance is made for meal time, as 
is done in Indianapolis.

the Ideal corn husker will 
do was 
given on the A. P. Walker farm two 


and a quarter miles west of the city 


this morning and was witnessed by 


several men. As long as the weather 


is favorable, the machine will be dis­ 


played every day. 
The machine was tried out and giv­ 
en the supreme test 
this 
morning. 


It was put to work in a field which is 


four or five times thicker than the 


average field and where the ground 
was very soft, causing the stalks to 


pull up easily. 
Another hindrance of the working 


of the machine was the condition of 


the corn. 
Approximately one-sixth 
of the stalks were down, but in spite 
of this a very satisfactory demon­ 
stration was given and the men who 
saw it returned to Rushville with the 
# ravietlon that the husker will do all 
that the inventors assert it will. 
The corn field in which the husker 
w a s run today was planted very thick 
for use in the silo and 
there 
was 
more than Mr. Walker needed. Even 
though the ground 
was 
soft, 
the 
corn down and exceedingly thick, the 
demonstration was all that any one 
who saw it could ask. 
The husker 
picked tile rows clean of every ear of 
corn. 
After a few adjustments because 
of the condition of the field, the hus­ 
ker ran along smoothly and turned 
out the corn as clean as if it had 
been husked by hand. One stop was 
necessary 
because 
of 
tile 
corn 
! stalks being pulled from the loose 
ground and clogging the machinery. 
I Even though the field was very soft, 


I (lie machine was not too much of a 
load for one team of horses. 
The pl a n s for the manufacture of 


I the machine have not yet matured, 
| hut there is no doubt but that 
the 
machine will be put on the market in 
I the near future. 
All 
changes and 
I minor improvements that were con­ 
templated havejieen made so that the 
machine w o r k s smoothly. More fa r­ 
mers arc being convinced every day 
that the husker will do all that is 
claimed for it—the work of ten men.

“This growth of 18 3 p er cent in ou r 
ex p orts to Latin America,” say s a state­ 
ment ju st issu ed by the bu reau , “is 
ap p arently , howev er, a resu lt of the 
Increased consu ming p ower of those 
cou ntries Hither than an increase In 
the share which the United States su p 
p lies of their imp orts.” 
Figu res tak en 
from the official rep orts of the conn 
tries affected show that the share 
which the United States is su p p ly ing 
of the imp orts of these cou ntries was 
in IOU no larger than a d ecad e ago 
They ind icate that ex p orts from the 
United States to Latin America hav e 
merely k ep t step with the general 
growth of the Imp ortations of these 
cou ntries.

The news was not re­ 
gard ed as imp ortant ex cep t insofar as 
it seemed to ind icate a d isp osition to 
y ield something on Hu erta’s p art. The 
q u estion that at once p resented itself 
in Washington was whether the Wil­ 
son ad ministration cou ld afford to ac­ 
cep t the offices of any Eu rop ean gov ­ 
ernment as a med iator in the hand ling 
of a situ ation inv olv ing one of the 
American rep u blics. 
The imp ression is growing in Wash­ 
ington that the nex t mov e of the Wil­ 
son ad ministration in the ev ent of Hu ­ 
erta d eclining to y ield to the latest d e­ 
mand s of the state d ep artment, will 
be to lift the embargo on the ex p orta­ 
tion of arras and ammu nition into Mex ­ 
ico. 
It is k nown that a majority of 
the senate committee on foreign rela­ 
tions has fav ored for some time a p ol­ 
icy of this sort toward Carranza and 
the Constitu tionalists. Su ch action by 
the ad ministration, howev er, u nd ou bt­ 
ed ly will be p reced ed by a message to 
congress from the p resid ent in regard 
to the Mex ican situ ation. 
The p resi­ 
d ent himself has the au thority u nd er 
a resolu tion of congress to lift the em­ 
bargo on arms or he may ask congress 
itself to act on the matter. 
The only obstacle to this p olicy is 
that there is a chance it might react 
against the United States troop s in the 
ev ent that they were obliged finally 
to cross the bord er. 
Another seriou s 
q u estion 
that wou ld p resent itself 
wou ld be the attitu d e of foreign gov ­ 
ernments—whether they wou ld su b­ 
scribe to a p roced u re which wou ld 
p lu nge Mex ico into a civ il war far 
sharp er and fiercer than any that has 
y et tak en p lace. This wou ld mean in­ 
creased d anger to the citizens of Eu ­ 
rop e, and that has been the basis of 
their comp laint thu s far. 
They hav e 
insisted that the United States giv e 
them p rotection, and it is q u estiona­ 
ble how they wou ld regard su ch a p ol­ 
icy as is now p rop osed by many mem­ 
bers of congress and that is su p p osed 
to be u nd er consid eration by the ad ­ 
ministration.

Fo rt Wa y ne, Ind., 
Nov. (v— La ke 
Sho re officials here this morning were 
instructed to make ready a special 
train to carry companies of national 
guardsmen from Fo rt W ayne, Angola, 
Auburn and Columbia C ity to Indian­ 
apolis for special duty during the 
strike of streetcar men. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 6.— A second fa ­ 
tality was added to the list due to the 
streetcar strike, when T somas Carle­ 
ton, who was shot at the car ba rns 
Monday evening, died at the city hos­ 
pital yesterday. 
Thomas Fish er is 
charged with his murder. 
The most dangerous riot that has 
disgraced the city since the present 
trouble began took place when a detail 
of police attempted to protect non­ 
union men In running a car on North 
Illinois street. 
The car was attacked 
by a howling mob and was left strand­ 
ed in front of the Masonic temple. 
A 
total of thirty persons ^ere hurt rn 
the riot that followed, four of them be­ 
ing police officers and seven non-union 
carmen. N o further attempt was manes 
to move any more cars. 
Though the officers were greatly out­ 
numbered 
they 
succeeded after an 
hour’s trouble in getting the crowd 
back. 
The strike breakers then re­ 
fused to attempt to move the car again 
and were taken under jxffcce protection 
to the car barns where they are lodged 
and fed by the company. 
Tw enty ar­ 
rests were made during the riot. 


Merchants Demand M ilitia. 


Representatives of the co mmercia l 
bodies called upon Governor Ralston 
and asked that the state ta ke ho ld o f 
the situation— that is, order out the 
m ilitia and stop the rfbting. 
The gov­ 
ernor did not indicate what action he 
would take. 
The governor has con­ 
ferred with President Robert I. To dd 
o f the Indianapolis Traction and Ter­ 
minal company and Arthur W . Brady 
of 'the Union Traction company on the 
question of settling differences by ar­ 
bitration. 
It is said that Todd repeat­ 
ed his former statement that there is 
nothing to arbitrate and that no good 
would result from conferences. 
In the meantime the people are be­ 
coming excessively weary of the in­ 
convenience and turmoil which attend 
the strike, and merchants are clamor­ 
ing about the loss of trade which has 
resulted. 
The interurban railw ay sta­ 
tion has been closed since the strike 
began, interurban cars dropping their 
passengers at the city limits. A ll sorts 
of vehicle lines, from the pretentious 
motor bus to the humble shaft cart of 
the “ old rags" man, have sprung up, 
and those who do not walk are paying 
excessive fares to reach their homes 
and places of occupation. 
The im­ 
ported strike breakers refuse to man 
the cars unless a police guard accom­ 
panies each car. 
The police positively 
refuse to accept such duty and the city 
railway tracks are accumulating a de­ 
posit of rust, with no end of the row 
in sight.

Wabash, Ind., Nov. 6.— M erritt Ban­ 
ister, county commissioner, was seri­ 
ously burned when he threw a sack of 
gunpowder into a store where be was 
burning some rubbish.

tossed in a pile of waste paper and 
dirt, and when this was thrown into 
the stove a deafening explosion fol­ 
lowed. 
Enveloped in flames, he ran 
from the house, but was overtaken by 
his wife and the fire finally extinguish­ 
ed, but not before his flesh was cooked 
in many places.

When be brou ght the Oregon arou nd 
in 1898 she steamed 13,800 miles to 
reach Key West from San Francisco. 
If tile canal had then been In ex istence 
the distance wou ld hav e been redu ced 
to 4 ,5 00 miles.

sible remedial measu res.

stru ction of the line the fish will be 
enable to get to their u su al spawning 
grou nds.

Department of Agriculture States That 
Number 
of 
Institutions 
Giving 
Courses In Scientific Farm ing H as 
Increased at Rate of Seventy-six a 
Month During Last Tw o Years. 


Nineteen states now requ ire that an 
examination in agricu ltu re mu st b e 
passed b efore teachers may ob tain 
their certificates, according to a b u l­ 
letin ju st issu ed b y the department 
of agricu ltu re, entitled “Agricu ltu ral 
Training 
Cou rses 
For 
Employed 
Teachers.” 
This, the b u lletin says, is 
an indication of the impetu s that has 
recently b een given to agricu ltu ral 
edu cation throu ghou t the cou ntry. In 
the two years ending March, 1912, the 
nu mb er of institu tions giving cou rses 
in agricu ltu re increased at a rate of 
more than seventy-six a month, and 
the total nu mb er grew’ from 863 to 
2,573. 
Now’ that nineteen states requ ire, b y 
law, the teaching of agricu ltu re in the 
common 
schools, 
the 
demand 
for 
teachers of the .su b ject is constantly 
growing. 
“Normal schools,” the b u lletin says, 
“are introdu cing cou rses of agricu ltu re, 
and many agricu ltu ral colleges are of­ 
fering special lines of work to meet 
this demand. 
Still, there are hardly 
enou gh teachers for the secondary 
schools and the special schools of 
agricu ltu re. 
It has b een the ob ject of 
the office of experiment stations to 
discover, b y investigation, ju st b ow 
teachers already employed may ac­ 
qu ire the training requ ired to enab le 
them to teach the elementary phases 
of agricu ltu re.’’ 


Summ er Course Popular. 
The most popu lar as w’ell as the 
most efficient means of string this 
training is the su mmer cou rse offered 
b y a college or normal school. The in­ 
stru ction is u su ally of a high class, 
and adequ ate equ ipment and appara­ 
tu s for lab oratory and field work are 
u su ally availab le. 
There are also special short cou rses 
in agricu ltu re offered in some institu ­ 
tions du ring the regu lar school session, 
u su ally the spring term. 
The 
Agricu ltu ral 
and 
Mechanical 
College of North Carolina holds a spe­ 
cial “May we b ool” for teachers, at 
which agricu ltu re is tau ght. 
Atter 
noon, evening and Satu rday classes in 
agricu ltu re du ring the regu lar school 
year are offered at Colu mb ia u niver 
site in New York city. 
“The stu dy of agricu ltu re b y corre­ 
spondence b as grown rapidly in favor 
du ring the last few years.” says the 
b u lletin. 
"The expense incident to a 
corres[K>ndec» oe cooree is u su ally small, 
b u t this method has its disadvantages. 
as there is considerab le danger of the 
stu dents getting incorrect ideas on the 
more complex qu estions which arise. 
There 
a ie 
at 
present, 
however, 
throu ghou t the United States and its 
territories ab ou t tw enty-five state in 
stitu tions and five private schools in 
w’hich some regu larly estab lished cor 
respondents work may b e done along 
this line. 
Many of the cou rses in the 
state institu tions are free to residents 
of the state except tor the cost of text­ 
b ooks and postage. 


Offer of Reading Classes. 
“Reading classes also are offered b y 
several 
state 
agricu ltu ral 
colleges 
which do not calidu ct regu lar corre­ 
spondence work. 
These cou rses are 
intended rather for farm ers au d farm ­ 
ers’ hou sewives than for teachers, al­ 
thou gh teachers are encou raged to en­ 
roll as well.” 
The b u lletin annou nces that the de­ 
partm ent of agricu ltu re has prepared 
several reading cou rses of its owm free 
pu b lications for those who might de­ 
sire an agricu ltu ral reading cou rse, b u t 
who have not the time to seek ou t 
their own material or might wish tu 
avoid the expense of pu rchasing the 
b ooks. 
The lists of reading for this work 
have b een cop/piled in view of the 
great increase in demand for agricu l­ 
tu ral training iu the past three years. 
They will ’enab le all who have the in­ 
clination and any spare time to follow- 
ou t a thorou gh cou rse, the pu b lica­ 
tions b eing su pplied free b y the de­ 
partment. 
Eight cou rses are offered, w hich cov 
er thorou ghly the su b jects treated. 
They are as follows; Agronomy, ani­ 
mal hu sb andry, horticu ltu re, forestry, 
agricu ltu ral engineering, agricu ltu ral 
technology, agricu ltu ral economics and 
agricu ltu ral edu cation. 


Interested In New Island. 
Officials at the naval hydrographic 
office in W ashington have manifested 
a keen interest in the annou ncement 
that a new* island has risen ou t of the 
sea off the Nova Scotia coast.

government scientists are withou t in­ 
formation as to the occu rrence, they 
regard it as especially interesting tak­ 
en in connection with the recent vio­ 
lent earthqu akes in Panama and other 
distu rb ances which have cau sed mark­ 
ed changes iu the ocean b ottom and 
shore conformation off the Pacific Cen­

Charles A. In gram of Duran d, who in­ 
troduced the bill in the 1 91 1 sessio n to 
create state in suran ce, receiv ed the 
first p olicy . 
Ap p lication s 
came fro m 
sev eral 
states, but un der the law po licies may 
be issued on ly to residen ts o f Wisco n­ 
sin . 
The lawmakin g p rov ision 
fo r state 
life in suran ce was en acted after the 
Idea had been worked out by Co mmis­ 
sion er of In suran ce Ekern an d a leg ­ 
islativ e committee. A study had been 
made of similar laws in Germany , 
Great Britain , Italy an d Belg ium. 
No p olicy is issued fo r a larg er 
amoun t than $1,000.

$3,000, the highest amoun t authorized.
